Hereby  the  army  along  the  whole  of  its 
line  was  difengaged  from  the  enemy,  obtain, 
e l communication  on  the  left  with  the  corps 
of  the  prince  Hoheuzollern,  and  became  pof- 
fclTed  of  the  important  peft  ot  Afpern. — 
The  enemy  being  in  full  retreat,  attempted 
i,o  further  attack,  and  confined  himfe If  mete- 
!y  to  a cannonade.  The  corps  remained  du- 
ring the  night  under  amis.  The  enemy  re- 
peated, indeed,  his  attacks  on  A I'pe in,  but 
tl.eyall  proved  unfoccefsfuL 

Third  Column. 

This  column,  according  to  its  defiination, 
had  began  its  march  from  its  polition  at  Sci- 
ering  by  the  road  of  Suffenbrunn  and  Br-i- 
tenice.

The  enemy’s  cavalry  turned  tbefe  battal- 
ions on  both  wings,  penetrated  between 
them,  repulfcd  the  l’quadrons  of  O’Reilly’s 
light  horfe,  who  were  unable  to  wixhftand 
fucli  a fuperior  force,  and  in  the  confidence 
of  victory,  lummoned  thefc  corps  of  heroes 
to  lay  down  their  arms.  A well  directed 
ami  drftructive  fire  was  the  anfwer  to  this 
degrading  propolition,  and  the  enemy’s  cav- 
alry abandoned  the  field,  leaving'  behind 
tin- m a confiderable  number  of  dead.

The  foreign 
vessel  then  set  sail  for  another  part  of  the 
Dutch  coast  more  to  the  northward,  where 
she  remained  until  Wednesday  night, 
when  she  received  a short  note  by 
fishing  vessel,  directing  her  to  return  in 
all  haste  lo  England,  and  adding  that 
“ Flushing  had  been  taken  by  the  Eng- 
lish.” By  Flushing,  the  master  (gk  the 
foreign  vessel  means  the  whole  ishmU  of 
Walcheren.  The  above  intelligelte 
comes  from  a source  that  may  be  r 
ed  on. 

The  Phoenix,  capt.  Walker,  arrived 
yesterday  at  Barking,  from  the  vicinity  of 
the  island  of  Walcheren.  This  vessel 
tuited.its  station  on  Tuesday  mining 
last,  at  which  time  the  captain  had  t^iew 
>f  the  expedition,  which  was  cxtcndc^in 
a line  from  Flushing  to  Campvere.  mtc 
Phoenix  did  uot  approach  near  enough 
to  permit  any  accurate  observation  of 
-vhat  was  going  on  ; but  on  Sunday  night 
;hc  Dutch  were  observed  to  have  lighted 
alarm  fires  along  the  coast.  A heavy  fir- 
ing was  kept  up  the  whole  of  Monday, 
and  towards  the  evening  shells  was  thrown 
from  various  points.  Capt.  Walker  not 
deeming  it  prudent  to  approach  the  fleet, 
left  the  scene  of  action  early  on  the  fol- 
lowing morning,  without  learning  any 
further  particulars. 

An  account,  says  the  Kentish  Gazette 
brought  by  some  persons  who  left  the 
-Dutch  coast  on  Tuesday  last,  and  were 
rinded  on  Wednesday  afternoon  near
